Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  pleasure  in  producing  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  four  Districts  for  which  I  am  responsible  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  This  report  is  for  the  year  1953  and  on 
this  occasion  I  have  produced  a  combined  report  for  the  four 
Areas  -  the  figures  for  each  of  the  four  District  Councils  are 
separately  available  but  much  of  the  information  in  the  report  is 
common  to  all.  In  my  opinion,  it  is  extremely  useful  for  the  figures 
and  statistics  in  the  four  Districts  to  be  easily  available  for 
comparison. 


The  health  of  the  Area  has  remained  good.  Early  in 
the  year  the  sickness  rate  as  indicated  by  the  Ministry  of  National 
Insurance  Claims  for  Sickness  Benefit  was  high  -  about  half  the 
number  of  claims  during  the  Influenza  peak  period  in  January 
1951.  This  increase,  however,  was  not  apparently  directly  due  to 
incidence  of  true  influenza,  but  was  associated  more  with  colds  and 
mild  influenza  type  of  illness.  During  the  remainder  of  the  year  the 
Sickness  Claim  rate  was  only  an  average  number. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  a  few  cases  of  poliomyelitis 
were  notified,  and  in  January,  1954  this  developed  into  a  group  of 
about  20  cases  of  poliomyelitis  several  of  which  were  serious.  An 
interesting  feature  of  the  epidemic  was  that  it  was  very  closely 
associated  with  one  school  -  Staple  Hill  Junior  School.  Visits  were 
paid  locally  by  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Much  discussion  has  occurred  during  the  year  with 
reference  to  the  “Bristol  Overspill”,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  the 
outcome  was  still  obscure.  Influx  of  large  groups  will  of  course 
have  repercussions  on  the  social  and  health  aspects  in  particular 
and  all  the  Districts  now  appear  to  be  involved. 

Strenuous  efforts  have  been  made  with  the  Health 
Education  Aspects  of  Preventive  Medicine  -  in  particular  the 
Parent /Teacher  organisations  have  been  found  to  be  very 
interested. 
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The  Divisional  Health  Office  is  becoming  more  the 
centre  for  enquiries  on  all  sorts  of  public  health  matters,  and  this 
is  found  in  practice  to  be  more  satisfactory  from  the  point  of  view 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  four  Districts  with  possible 
five  offices,  but  the  adequacy  of  staff  for  clerical  work  is  a  problem. 

Housing  difficulties  are  not  now  so  acute,  varied  or 
numerous  as  just  after  the  war  but  while  slowly  resolving,  this  pro¬ 
blem  of  insufficient  accommodation  particularly  for  “newly  weds” 
still  remains. 


I  regret  that  while  most  “Squatters  Huts”  have 
ceased  to  exist,  a  few  at  Rodway  Hill  continue  to  be  occupied  in 
distressing  circumstances  and  appeals  for  their  elimination  con¬ 
tinue  to  fall  on  stony  ground.  1  also  note  with  regret  a  tendency 
to  use  caravans  with  their  cramped  and  inadequate  living  quarters 
in  which  to  bring  up  families  of  children  -  to  me  this  is  an  insoluble 
problem.

It  would  appear  that  the  parish  of  Cold  Ashton  is  not  within 
the  statutory  area  of  the  Water  Company  and  a  supply  to  this  par¬ 
ish  is  under  eonsideration  by  the  Rural  District  Council. 


Hawkesbury  Parish. 

The  Council’s  pumping  station  at  Kilcot  Valley  has 
functioned  satisfactorily  during  the  year,  and  new  connections  have 
been  made  to  farms  and  cottages. 

The  average  daily  consumption  has  been  51,508  gallons 
giving  a  total  of  19,002,540  gallons  for  the  year,  being  a  slight 
increase  on  that  for  1952.  The  maximum  rest  level  of  the  water  in 
the  well  has  been  15ft.  and  a  minumum  rest  level  of  10ft.  above  the 
floor  of  the  well,  below  which  is  a  bore  hole  12''  diameter  to  a 
depth  of  24". 

Water  from  the  well  is  chlorinated  at  the  pumping  station 
as  a  precautionary  measure,  the  residual  chlorine  being  0.1  parts 
per  million  in  the  output  water  at  the  pump  house. 

In  order  to  supply  a  small  estate  of  six  Council  houses,  a 
mains  extension  of  10  yards  of  3"  main  and  77  yards  of  2"  main 
was  made. 

The  number  of  premises  supplied  in  the  hamlets  of 
Hawkesbury  Upton,  Hillesley,  Tresham  and  the  Commons  is  as

The  Swineford  supply  shows  no  change,  but  the  West 
Gloucestershire  Supply;  has  been  extended  to  this  Village,  as  the 
Old  Main  is  in  a  very  bad  state  of  repair  and  very  small,  while  the 
new  main  has  been  laid,  the  water  is  not  yet  connected,  as  the 
agreement  with  the  Company  has  not  yet  been  signed. 

The  Bacteriological  reports  on  the  Upton  Cheyney  &  Beach 
Supply  is  again  very  unsatisfactory.  The  Council’s  attention  was 
drawn  to  this  in  1946,  that  one  feels  that  this  should  have  been 
dealt  with  by  now,  especially  as  it  is  now  possible  to  get  a  supply 
at  pressure  from  the  New  Main  at  Wick,  within  the  Sodbury 
R.D.C.  Area. 

It  is  appreciated  that  the  cost  will  be  high,  but  surely  in  the 
interest  of  Public  Health  it  is  essential  that  not  only  the  houses, 
but  also  the  farms  in  the  area  should  have  an  adequate  and  pure 
water  supply,  especially  as  we  hope  to  have  all  the  farms  with 
attested  T.T.  herds.

The  syphons  at  Sodbury,  Yate  and  Wick  war  are  flushed  at 
regular  intervals  and  routine  cleansing  of  the  public  sewers  has 
continued  during  the  year. 

Due  to  the  great  increase  in  the  Council’s  network  of  sewers, 
it  has  been  decided  to  create  a  sewer  maintenance  staff  which  will 
carry  out  day  to  day  inspections  of  the  sewerage  system  throughout 
the  area. 

In  July  the  maintenance  of  the  Council’s  sewerage  systems 
were  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Engineers  Department. 

Marshfield  Sewage  Works. 

These  works  have  functioned  in  a  satisfactory  manner  and 
all  samples  of  final  effluent  taken  and  submitted  for  analysis  have 
proved  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  one. 
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WicKWAR  Sewage  Works. 

Following  the  acceptance  by  the  Council  of  the  Gloucester¬ 
shire  CiderCompany’s  application  for  the  treatment  of  their  trade 
waste,  the  modifications  and  extensions  to  the  Wickwar  Sewage 
Works  were  commenced  on  June  7th.  The  bulk  of  the  work  was 
carried  out  by  September,  1952,  and  the  pumping  equipment 
arrived  in  June  1953.  The  installation  is  now  complete. 

Yate  Sewage  Works. 

During  the  past  12  months  these  works  have  functioned  in 
a  satisfactory  manner  and  all  samples  of  final  effluent  taken  have 
satisfied  the  standards  laid  down  by  the  Commissioners  eighth 
report.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

During  the  year  fairly  good  progress  was  made  on  the 
branch  Sewerage  Scheme,  the  final  cost  of  the  No.  1  Scheme  being 
£43,000.  0.  Od.  and  the  No.  2  Scheme  progress  sufficient  to  enable 
parts  of  the  Willsbridge,  Longwell  Green,  Stonehill  Areas  of  the 
District  to  be  drained.  Difficulty  has  been  encountered  on  the 
Willsbridge  to  Bitton  Section,  due  to  the  nature  of  the  ground, 
which  could  not  be  shored  in  the  Main  Road,  so  that  tunnelling 
had  to  be  carried  out,  this  slowed  up  the  Contractor  considerably, 
so  that  the  Village  of  Bitton  is  still  without  Main  Drainage. 

658  yards  of  6"  Sewer  was  laid  in  Gays  and  Heath  Roads

Inspections  of  meat,  fish  and  foodstuffs  have  been  carried 
out  on  routine  visits  and  by  request,  and  unsound  food  dealt  with 
by  issue  of  surrender  notes.

In  general,  the  various  food  premises  have  maintained 
reasonable  standards  of  cleanliness  and  only  in  a  few  cases  has  it 
been  necessary  to  draw  attention  to  matters  caused  by  neglect  to 
observe  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Food  Byelaws  and  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act.

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HOUSING.

RAG  FLOCK  ACTS.

The  Council  carry  out  the  treatment  to  dwelling  houses  in 
the  district  free,  but  a  charge  is  made  for  all  Business  premises. 

Sewer  baiting  was  carried  out  during  the  year,  and  where 
infestations  were  found  poison  was  laid.  New  drainage  work  in  the 
Area  is  being  checked  to  eliminate  any  infestations  that  may  have 
occured  during  construction  and  before  the  drains  are  sealed. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  (Section  47) 

It  was  not  necessary  to  seek  powers  via  the  courts  for 
removal  of  aged  persons  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assist¬ 
ance  Act,  1948  as  amended  by  the  National  Assistance  Amendment 
Act,  1951.  The  advantages  of  assistance  by  the  Home  Help  Service 
and  visits  by  Health  Visitors  have  contributed  in  avoiding  such 
extreme  action  when  it  might  otherwise  have  been  necessary. 


HEATING  APPLIANCES  (Fireguards)  ACT,  1952. 

This  Act  which  prohibits  the  sale  or  letting  of  unguarded 
electric  fires,  gas  fires  or  oil  heaters  came  into  force  in  October, 
1953.  Local  Authorities  may  authorise  officers  to  inspect  and  test 
appliances  required  by  the  regulations  under  this  Act  to  be  fitted 
with  appropriate  guards. 

In  each  District,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  appointed 
the  appropriate  Officer.

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HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 


This  Service  which  was  first  established  in  the  County  in 
1949  has  grown  considerably  and  assistance  in  the  home  is  very 
much  in  demand.  The  majority  of  persons  helped  are  Old  Age 
Pensioners  but  temporary  help  is  also  given  in  general  sickness 
and  child  birth.  Application  for  assistance  should  be  made  to  the 
Home  Help  Organiser  at  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  High  Street, 
Kingswood.  This  Service  is  not  free,  a  generous  scale  of  charges 
depending  upon  income  has  been  determined  by  the  County 
Council. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION 

The  Southern  Area  Sub-Committee  is  particularly  anxious 
to  give  full  scope  to  efforts  on  Health  Education  in  the  Area.  A 
“Health  Week”  was  held  in  1950,  and  since  then  continued  efforts 
have  been  made  to  further  the  efficiency  of  this  aspect  of  preven¬ 
tive  medicine. 

A  film  strip  projector  is  available  for  use  throughout  the 
Area  and  a  good  supply  of  film  strips  both  alone  and  combined 
with  gramophone  records  are  kept  in  the  Divisional  Health  Office. 
I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  good  use  is  made  of  the  equip¬ 
ment  by  both  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Health  Visitors  -  in 
particular  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  given  lectures  on  hygiene 
to  food  staffs  in  hospitals  and  institutions  as  well  as  in  public 
restaurants,  cafes  etc.,  and  the  Health  Vicitors  have  given  lectures 
illustrated  by  film  strips  to  the  mothers  who  attend  the  Child  Wel¬ 
fare  Centres  in  the  four  Districts.  Talks  have  been  given  and  films 
and  film  strips  shown  to  Parent /Teacher  Associations  and  other 
organisations  in  the  evenings.  Any  interested  body  of  persons 
who  would  like  a  talk  on  some  aspect  of  Health  Education  should 
apply  to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Divisional 
Health  Office,  High  Street,  Kingswood,  Bristol. 

One  of  the  lessons  learned  during  the  “Health  Week”  was 
that  it  is  very  difficult  in  this  Area  to  attract  an  interested  audience 
to  the  average  public  meeting,  however  effective  and  well-known 
the  speaker  or  Brains  Trust  may  be.  Efforts  have  therefore  been 
directed  at  ready-made  audiences  such  as  Parent /Teacher  Assoc¬ 
iations  etc.,  one  of  the  most  successful  being  the  meeting  at 
Kingswood  Grammar  School  an  8th  October,  1953  when  Dr. 
Emrys  Davies,  Chief  Education  Officer  of  the  Central  Council  foi 
Health  Education,  gave  an  extremely  interesting  address  to  275 
parents  on  the  subject  of  “Adolescence”.  This  was  illustrated  by 
film  strips  and  an  ‘open  forum”  resulted  in  a  very  good  discussion 
on  the  problems  of  adolescence. 
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A  further  aspect  of  Health  Education  which  has  been 
pursued  by  the  Southern  Area  Sub-Committee  is  that  of  education 
in  association  with  cancerous  disease.  A  “Conquest  of  Cancer 
Committee”  has  been  formed  and  a  very  successful  public  meeting 
was  held  at  the  Page  Hall,  Staple  Hill  on  the  afternoon  of 
Thursday,  29th  October,  1953  when  the  speaker  Dr.  Evelyn 
Roberts  centred  her  talk  on  the  importance  of  early  treatment.  An 
“Any  Questions”  panel  answered  numerous  questions  from  the 
audience  of  about  90,  mostly  comprised  of  women. 

Lectures  to  Women’s  Institutes  and  Townswomen’s  Guilds 
throughout  the  Area  on  the  subject  of  cancerous  disease  and  the 
importance  of  early  treatment  have  been  given  by  Dr.  Betty  Orton. 
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
